Nation’s Richest Agricultural County 
Shows Good Income Return 


By H.°H BUSHNELL 


N SPITE of an average crop year gener- 
| ally throughout California, Los Angeles 

county, richest agricultural county in the 
United States, held her high level of agri- 
cultural income in 1926, showing a return 
for the year of $89,807,515, an increase of a 
half million dollars over the 1925 valuation. 
The figures were compiled by the Agricul- 
tural Department of the Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce, in co-operation with the 
County Horticultural Commissioner's office 
and other local authoritative agencies. With 
over 50 crops of commercial importance, 
the soundness of our diversified and intense 
ive program was again emphasized by our 
income record. 


Citrus fruits were chiefly responsible for 
our high return in 1926, for a large increase 
in value of these products is shown. In all, 
over 13,000 cars, comprising more than 
6,000,000 boxes, were shipped from the coun- 
ty, and several hundred thousand boxes of 
fruit found an outlet through the local mar- 
ket, roadside stands and  hy-products 
plants. Lemons brought $5,589,192 to the 
county, while the orange income totalled 
over $20,000,000. This is an f.o.b. valuation, 
and takes into consideration the return for

Mr. Bridge has built up his herd from 
three does and a buck to 400 head, and the 
policy he has followed of allowing a doe to 
raise but six youngsters has resulted in pro- 
ducing a hardy strain. To this and to the 
sanitary conditions of his rabbitry, Mr. 
Bridges attributes the fact that he has had 
very little loss from disease. 

A single-tier type of hutch is used, con- 
structed largely of heavy mesh wire, and 
the rabbitry is enclosed by a lattice build- 
ing, which affords ample protection and yet 
gives the necessary sunlight and air.
